Tbe union between tho church aud 


tbe stago has been strengthened by a 
'clerk in holy orders becoming an actor, 
tbe first instance on record. 


'Tbe gentleman in question is Mr. 


Leighton Leigh. He assured u Mail rep- 
resentative that he very strongly objects 
to be told he has "forsaken" the church 
for tbe stage. The severance of his con- 
nection witb tbe establishment was not 
voioniary, but compulsory. His orders 
are still retained, whioh is not tbe case 
if an ordained priest deliberately quits 
tbe church of bis own accord. 


Mr. Leigh, according to his own state- 


ment, was driven out of tbe church by 
the struggle to make a decent appear 
anoe and keep up a position in 
parish on an- absurdly insufficient 
peud. 


"About 14 years ago." said Mr. 


Leigh, "I was ordained to tbe curacy of 
Horfield, Bristol, where I was assistant 
chaplain to the barracks, and remained 
there two years. Before I definitely de- 
oided on a clerical career, however, 
had successively tried the callings of 
auctioneer's clerk, tea merchant and 
schoolmaster. I was also private tutor 
for a short time before finally entering 
the Gloucester Theological college to 
read for orders. Being ordained, I threw 
my whole heart into my work and en- 
deavored to forget tbe old lovo for the 
stage which had been with me since 
childhood." 


"Did you ever, previous to taking or- 


ders, endeavor to get: upon tbe stage?" 
"Once only," was tho reply, "and then 
I was actually offered an engagement 
and, marvelous to relate, my heart fail 
ed me, and I refused it. I was 17 at the 
time, and I bad the confidence to upplj 
to Henry Irving (as ho was tben) for an 
engagement. He sent me to Mr. Black 
more, tho agent, wbo procured mo the 
offer of a part in Clarence Holt's 'New 
Babylon' company. However, as I say 
my courage failed me, and I let tho 
chance go by. 


"After staying at Horfield for two 


years I became successively senior cu- 
rate of Hammersmith parish ohurch, 
curate in charge at Barley, Herts; sen- 
ior curate of Oheshunt, Herts, tbe vicar 
being chaplain to Lord Salisbury; sen- 
ior curate of Hitohiu, Herts; senior cu- 
rate of Brondesbury, N, W., and final- 
ly looum tenons at Hatfield, which po- 
sition I held for nine mouths. I have 
married, baptized aud buried hundreds 
of people and preached to many thou- 
sands. It was not from choice, but from 
sheer necessity, that 1 gave up my cler- 
ical work. I was suddenly and unex- 
pectedly deprived of the private income 
I bad hitherto enjoyed, being at tbe 
timo in receipt of a net salary of £140 
a year. 
"This is the average salary of a cu- 


rate in the church of England, and thus 
gives a man £2 13s. lOd. a week to 
maintain as a gentleman one of the 
most prominent and important positions 
in a parish. I had a wife and four chil- 
dren, and I say that out of this sum a 
man cannot keep himself and family, 
pay rant nnd taxes, to say nothing of 
the expenses of children's education, 
the little parochial subscriptions tbat 
are always cropping up and tbe occa- 
sional doles while visiting the poor of 
the parish. It cannot be done. Tbe life 
of a father of a family under such con- 
ditions is a burden whioh he cannot 
support with success. 


"On discovering that I was in the 


predicament I mentioned I wrote to a 
bishop in whose diocese I had worked 
for eight years, but to no practical avail. 
Of course bis lordship's letter was kind 
and courteous, but he found it impossi- 
ble to offer me a living. I found out, 
too, that most of the so called 'good liv- 
ings' in England require an incumbent 
With large private means. All tbe men 
under whom I have worked have been 
rich men, -whose positions cost them far 
more than their livings produced. 


"At the time of which I speak I 


wanted £200 a year—not an extravagant 
sum—and-for some time I applied for 
numerous chaplaincies and appoint- 
ments and answered advertisement aft- 
er advertisement The reply was always 
the same: 'Are yon a married man and 
have you any private means?' After my 
answer to the effect that I had a wife 
and four children, but no private means, 
tbe correspondence ceased. Matters be- 
came worse and worse. Debt and diffi- 
culty encompassed me on every side, 
aud when things were at their gloomi- 
est I met Mr. S. A. Soudamore, who 
had been a fellow passenger with me on 
a trip to Norway some years before. On 
tbat occasion I bad told him of my early 
longings for tbe stage, and when be 
learned tbat these aspirations still ex- 
isted be offered me an engagement in 
bis touring company. 1 jumped at it— 
who would not tinder snob, oiroum- 
atanoea—and left the church.'"—London 
'Mail. 


COOKING ACCIDENTS, 


When railroad tracks are htid over 


marshy ground or on nu uneven road- 
bed, tbe tisbplotes become loosened, 
and the nil Is work up and down. This 
movement of tbe rails results in the 
battcAng of tbe ends and tbe rounding 
o? tbe corners, thereby destroying tbe 
rail, which must be discarded long 
before tbe body is worn out. 


For tbe purpose of preventing the 


battering of tbe ends of tbe rail Mr. 
W. E. Coyun of Homestead, Pa., has 
devised a rail only tbe ends of wbicb 


i hardened. Mr. Coyan attains bis 


result by treating tbe rails wben hot 
witb a case hardened fluid and then 
witb a tempering fluid, 


A New Emergency Brake. 


A new emergency brake for electric 


cars-is described iu u recent issue of 
tbe London Electrical Review. It con- 
sists of four "shoes" of oak or beech, 
two being placed between the wheels 
just over tbe rails on each side of tbe 
car. A small compressed air cylinder 
is placed over each one and connected 
to it by a piston rod. 
A supply of 


compressed air is maintained by a 
pump run from one of tbe car axles. 
When It is necessary to apply the 
brake suddenly, the motoirmau simply 
touches a lever. Instantly all four «of 
tbe brake shoes are jammed strongly 
down against tbe rails. 


A Tra.ckle»» Trolley. 


"A trackless trolley" system, the 


first of its kind iu America, is being 
installed in Franklin, N. H. In this 
system in place of tbe usual overhead 
trolley wire there are two side wires 
which serve tbe ordinary purpose of 
tbe overhead wire and rail. Two trol- 
ley poles connect tbe car witb the 
wires, allowing play enough for tho 
car to deviate about ten feet wben 
need be from its ordinary course. 


Lombardy is the one place where pel- 


lagra is always prevalent, tbat myste- 
rious modern ailment, due to eating 
damaged maize, which since 1833, 
wben it was first noticed, is computed 
to have been responsible for tbe death 
of more than 500,000 peasants. Muu- 
dalay ringworm, again, is known and 
dreaded throughout Burma, but even 
-the most ignorant Burmese Is aware 
tbat It cannot be contracted outside 
the ancient capital. Similarly "rock" 
fever Is confined to Gibraltar. Aleppo 
evil, too, is unknown in any of the oth- 
er cities of Asia Minor, just as tbe Del- 
hi boll, so dreaded of our soldiery, is 
confined to Delhi. 


New Mechnnlcal I/OB. 


Ships' logs are of many kinds and 


aro used for indicating and recording 
the speed of vessels. A new one con- 
sists substantially of a lever arm. a 
spring, a line or cable and mechanism 
to indicate the rate of speed. The 
spring and Indicating mechanism are 
connected witb tbe lever arm, and ten- 
sion is applied to it by means of the 
line or cable. 
Moreover, the instru- 


ment Is so constructed that the move- 
ment of the indicating device can be 
regulated to correspond approximately 
to the square root of the applied ten- 
sion. 


Smnll, but Strong. 


A well known student of nature once 


tried the growing force of a squash 
When It was eighteen days old and 
measured lwenty-sG\en inches iu cir- 
cumference, be fixed a sort of harness 
around it. with a long lever attached. 
The power of the squash was measured 
by tbe weight it lifted, the weight bo- 
ing fixed to the lever. When it was 
twenty days old, two days after tbe 
harness was fixed on it, it lifted sixty 
pounds. On tbe nineteenth day it lift- 
ed 5,000 pounds.

Your potatoes may be overboiled till 


they are broken and watery. 


Remedy—Drain off all water possibla 


Put them, still in the saucepan without 
the lid, over the fire and stir about well 
with a \rooden spoon till the water hat 
evaporated and they have become floury. 
Then see there are no lumps left; adc 
Bait, pepper, a uice lump of butter 01 
dripping and a little inilk. Mix and 
heat well and serve as mashed potatoes. 


Or it may be that the boiled fish bai 


suffered tbe same fate. 


Remedy—Quickly remove skin anc 


bones, keeping tbe flesh in as largt 
flakes as possible. 


Make an egg sauce precisely as yoi 


intended to do for the boiled fish. Put 
the flakes into this and heat, but do no! 
stir. Arrange toast on a dish, eprinkh 
with chopped parsley, pour iu the fist 
and servo as a fricassee or as cusk a Is 
creme, the latter being browned in tht 
oven.

Remedy—To each pint of milk used 


in tbe custard allow twoteaspooufulso 
cornstarch, mix with a little cold milli 
and strain tbo curdled cuatard into it, 
Stir over tbo fire and let it boil; then 
add a beaten egg, sugar and flavoring tc 
taste and take off tbe fire at once. Sen 
as originally intended. 


Mayonnaise sauce often Insists upon 


curdling. No one can more tUnu gues: 
why. When it happens, it is generall; 
because tbe ingredients Were not col 
enough or tbe oil was added £» fast. 


Remedy—Take a frosb cold tgg, chil 


tbe old sauce, tben add it diY/p by dro; 
to tbo yolk of the fresh egg. Stir on 
way all tbo time. 


Whito sauce or soup may be slight! 


discolored by a soiled jJan or spoon 01 
by the burning of the flour used. 


Remedy—Turn it into a brown saao* 


by adding a little caramel or into 
green one by using spinach juice, 
you might add raw yolks of eggs unti 
it is changed to a golden yellow. 


When brown soups and sauces an 


pale and pasty looking, add more brown 
ed flour stirred smooth in water o; 
caramel. 


Sauces are sometimes thin and "run- 


ny" because the proportions havo boo* 
mistaken, or they aro too thick 1'or tht 
same reason. 


Renvedy—For thin sauces add extra 


flour mixed thin with ifailk or water. 
Add to the sauce and bring to a boil 
For thick sauce add milk, little by lit- 
tle, until the sauce is of the right con- 
sistency. 


When jelly or custard is turned frow 


a mold, it sometimes breaks. 


Remedy—Break into small bits, beaj 


high iu a glass dish and pour around it 
whipped cream, witb a border of ladj 
fingers dipped in orange wine. 


If a molded pudding is broken bj 


sticking to the mold, repair if possible 
the broken bit and cover with a layer 
of white of eggs beaten to a snow ar.d 
sweetened and flavored. 


If it is too far gone for this, break it 


into bits—cover with the meringue and 
brown in the oven. Decorate this mass 
by a border of currant jelly. 


If pastry is burned, grate off the black 


ened crust, touch lightly with milk aud 
wbite of egg, sprinkle with sugar and 
brown again. 


When croqnette mixtures are too 


wet to mold and shape, put in more 
Chopped meat or fish, or in a desperate 
case finely pounded bread crumbs. 


When jelly is cloudy and clear soup 


is not clear, pour either one into a clean 
pan—scrupulously clean it must be— 
take the whites and shells of two eggs, 
break the latter and beat into the fov 
mer. Throw these into the pan and let 
all boil up together. Then cover, set to 
one side for five minutes and strain.— 
Philadelphia Ledger.

Spanish Punctilio. 


The cabinet crisis which took place in 


Spain in 1888 exhibits an amusing plmso 
of Spanish character. The ministerial 
crisis had existed almost a year when 
the resignation of the cabinet took place 
as the result of a trivial question ol 
military etiquette. The queen had left 
Madrid for au excursion to Valencia, 
which the minister of justice insisted on 
her making, according to the published 
arrangement, 
lest the postponement 


should be construed as a sign of fear oi 
the Zorillist Republicans, who had con- 
voked a mass meeting in the same city. 
The Infanta Isabel, who was left to rep- 
resent her, decided to take a journey 
also and informed General Martinea 
Campos that her sister, the Infanta Eu- 
lalie, would give out the military watch- 
word. 


The military governor of Madrid re- 


plied that tbo married infanta was not 
legally competent to perform that office, 
and that it was impossible, according to 
military rules, for him to receive the 
parole from, her husband, Princo An- 
tonio, due do Montpeusier, who was 
only a captain, in, rank. Tbe minister ol 
war, wbo was not on good terms with 
the captain general, sent a brusque tele- 
gram ordering him to recoivo the pass- 
word from tho Princess Eulalie, where- 
upon General Campos offered his resig- 
nation. All attempts to accommodate 
the quarrel failed, and as a majority of 
the cabinet sided with tho captain gen- 
eral General Cassola and tho ministers 
who had supported his view resigned 
their portfolios. 
Senor Sagasta handed 


in the resignation of the eutire cabinet 
to the queen regent, but subsequently, 
upon the latter's" request, formed a new 
ministry.

called Strasbnrg after the siege. Loreu« 
zo Marquez appeared to havo sustained 
either a bombardment or an earthquake.

lutumn. Beef is up to stay at least 
notlrcr twelve months. 
"People do not stop to ^thlnk when 


hey growl over the higfi price of 
meat, that a year ago it was selling 
heaper than ever In the history of the 
ountry. If beef is unusually high now, 
t certainly was uuwually low a litlle 
while ago. Why, I rembember that as 
ilgh a $15 a hundred for beet was paid 
ust after the war, which is twice what 
t costs now. We need to not only pay 
wice as much for beef then, but we 
paid twenty cents for round hog, while 
oday it is only 11 cents. This is a 
ide of the beef situation not all the 
people have stopped to consider." 


High Price Of Grain Cause Of The 


Shortage In. A M«a»ur«. 


There will be no reduction in the 


price ol beet for at least a year. 


That is what some of the meat deal- 


ers 
said on 
Friday in 
describing 


the situation in this section. 
They 


would not vouch for the situation else- 
where, but as they travel all over this 
territory for domestic beef they are 
iully acquainted with the conditions 
here. 


When one of the butchers was asked 


whether his statement regarding the 
continued high price of beef tor a year 
referred to the western as well as the 
domstic beef, he replied that all beet 
will be high, adding that domestic 
beef will increase 
m price, if any 


thing, and that while there may be a 
slight drop in the retail price of west- 
ern beef in the fall, it will be for only 
a short time. 


One of these dealers who knows the 


domestic beet market like a book said, 
after declaring the supply of domestic 
beef has fallen off more than a halt 
in a short time: 


"There are reasons for this state of 


affairs as there are for all things. In 
the first place the farmers have almost 
entirely given up raising oxen. Ten 
years ago almost every farmer had at 
least one fine pair of oxen, many had 
several good yokes and one or more 
yokes of inferior animals which they 
were all the time 
raising for tarm 


work purposes. Even five years ago 
there were plenty 
of oxen 
in the 


country and today the yokes of oxen 
could be almost counted on your fin- 
gers. 


This doing away 
with the 
oxen 


has naturally made the domestic beef 
supply rapidly diminish and is one of 
the gieat reasons for the present beef 
famine in this vicinity. Aside from 
the tact that the giving up of oxen for 
farm purposes has made the purchase 
of phosphates for manure necessary 
and farming more expensive, it has 
taken the best class of beef for food 
away and made it possible lor we&t- 
ern beef to secure the reputation ol 
being the best. 


"Then again, last year grain was 


very high and the farmers did not try 
to make beef. At that time there had 
been no great demand 
tor domestic 


beef; it was then selling tor the low- 
est price these 
farmers had 
ever 


known and they could not see where 
it would be to their advantage to pay 
high prices for grain under those cir- 
cumstances. Had it been possible foi 
them to have looked into the future 
they 
would have 
bought grain ai 


twice the high price and fattened al' 
the beef possible. But they did not 
do this, and the result is that only a 
few beef creatures are to be had now. 


"So great is tho demand that almost 


anything is bought to kill, two-yeai- 
old cows and all else. We are glad to 
buy most anything today so great is 
the demand and so small the supply, 
creatures that a lew years ago ^e 
would not even iook at, go now tor gilt 
edge "prices. 


"I tell you the prospects for domes 


tic beef for the coming year are dark, 
very dark. This uas made another bad 
feature and that is as to pasturage. 
Everything in the shape of beef is be- 
ing killed off so rapidly that this year 
acres and acres of good pasturage will 
go to waste for the very want of some 
sort of live stock to put in them. I 
cannot begin to name the good pas- 
tures where there will*not be enough 
live stock in them to keep the grass 
down. 


"Of course we call local beef any- 


thing that is killed in New England 
Beef that is at all good is coming now 
from New Hampshire and Vermont 
If the farmers know their business 
they will proceed at once to raise cat- 
tle for the beef. This cannot be done 
at once, of course, but if they direct 
their attention to beef raising 
they 


will find it will pay them better an- 
other summer than their best 
hay 


crops." 


Another dealer said: "There is no< 


much beef at any price and not half 
enough of the domestic to supply the 
market for that sort of beef. We can- 
not find find half as much domestic 
beef to buy either, even when we scour 
the country for scores of miles on 
very hand more thoroughly than ever 
before. 


"The high price of grain and other 


cattle foods last year has been the 
cause of the shortage in a great meas 
ure. Western beef today is selling al 
17.50 a hundred, the highest price paid 
for beef in ten years. It is the same 
with domestic beef. A good cow wil 
sell for five cents a pound on the 
hoof, that is alive, and 9 cents a pound 
dressed. 


"There have been stories to the ef 


feet that local marketmen could no 
buy domestic beef for fear 
the so- 


called beef trust would shut them off 
from their supply of western meats 
This is not so; any man with the prico 
can buy domestic or western beef or 
beef that may for sale-fromany point 
in the compass. We are not getting 
the best western beef, however. The 
very best western beef goes to New 
York and the larger cities and it is the 
second grade which is shipped on to 
Portsmouth and other places in the 
east outside tbe large cities. 


"In comparison with the 
western 


beef the domestic variety is not un 
as thick and heavy as far as its eating 
qualities go, and the' nourishment 
probably the 
same. 
The 
western 


cattle, however, are what we term 
long fea, that is, they are fed much 
longer for beef before they are killed 
than are the cattle here, which makes 
the meat from the we«t heavier and 
thicker.
